Cincinnati proposes to build a road upon a 
charter baving extraordinary features; 
there is not to be a Kentucky stockholder 
in it; there is not to be a Kentucky corpo- 
rator in it; there is not to be a single Ken- 
tucky interest represented by it. It is to 
reside in Cincinnati.

long to Cincinnati. It is to be managed | 
by five trustees of Cincinnati, and they 


have arranged it so that these may o1 may 
not be a corporation as may hereafier an- 
swer the exigencies of Cincinnati. Suits 
for damages, as we have shown, must go 
imto the Federal courts. The very enter- 
prise sets out ina fog of litigation. But, 
suppose Kentucky waives all these objec- 
tions and grants the charter asked and 
gives Cincimpati authority to own and rua 
@ railroad as a private scheme of her mer- 
chant princes, what will she do-with i? 
Here the petty local question comes in. 
Here is the rivalry which Oinc‘nnati her- 
self has officially announced. She will 
employ the road thus acquired not as a 
public highway tor the benefit of the trade 
and travel of the country at large, or for 
the advantage of the Kentucky counties 


through which it passes, but as an instru-’ 


ment to destroy Louisville and to build up 
her own power. She will not make loc< 
ireigbts cheaper to the towns and stations 
in Kentucky, but dearer, in order that she 
may cheapen ber through freights,4na she 
will expect to maintam hefself in this 
trighttul monopoly by gaining a foo‘hold 
upon the soil of Kentucky, and so—y aid 
of the negro vote, the Republican ‘ote, a 
divided Democracy and her own cish—to 
control the politics of the State. Her first 
business will be to break down Loussville, 
and then she will proceed to operate upon 
Central Kentucky, which she ix now de- 
cerving with false promises. 

Louisville pleads for fair play only. She 
wants to build a road to Chattanooga. She 
asks a charter for that purpose. She has 
not aword to utter agasnst a duplicate 
charter for Covington or Newport, or even 
for Cincinnati. But she says to the rest of 
Kentucky—she says to those counties to 
which she has contributed hundreds of 
thousands of dollars—she says, in the 
name of her local claims and of State 
pride, “If iavors are to be granted, rt extra- 
ordinary privileges are to be bestowed, 
shall Cincinnats or Louisville receive 
them? Is the State to discriminate? If 
discriminations are the order of the day 
shall they be for us or against us? If it be 
a war between Louisville and Cincinnati, 
as Cincinnati says it is, which 1s to be pre- 
terred®” We have given, in a word, legal 
reasons against this bold game of Cincio 
nati; but, if it is to be decided as a matter 
of favor and not as a matter of law, we 
urge the claims of Louisville. 

Because we have done this the Cou rier- 
JOURNAL has been denounced as a Bour- 
bon, 4s a monopolist and as an enemy to 
Central Kentucky. Because we have stood 
by the metropolis of Kentucky as opposeu 
to the metropelis of Ohio we are the or- 
gap of a railroad clique. We are perfectly 
earnest in advocating a direct road to 
Chattanooga, and of all things that is most 
adverse to the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad, whose itmouth-plece we are ac- 
cused of king. We have stated that not 
over two-fifths of our entire patronage 
comes trom the city of Louisville, and this 
ought to acquit us at least of all local 
selfishness. But it serves the purpose ol 
our enemies to misrepresent us, and they 
do not see that they are only destroying 
themselves. The people may read our via- 
dication in the abusive attacks of the Cin- 
cinpati press, which has for years assailed 
Kentucky and the Kentuckians with a 
constancy and violence hardly equaled in 
the annals of injustice. As the case stands 
we are content. But if the friends of this

THE FRENCH METHOD. 
Does SomenGee, Remain After Decap- 
tation. 


A writer in the conten Telegraph says: 
“Having had fifty-five years of medical ex-

COMMERCIAL. 

THE CoTTON OUTLOOK.—Under this caption the 
New York Shipping List of the 1 0:h says: 

Toe large increase in the receipis of cotton at 
the Southern ports over last year is attrectiog 
the attention of dealers and manufecturers on 
both sides of the Atlantic, copstitutiag, as it 
doer, an element which may matertaliy tater- 
fere with the calculations of +peculatora, ‘y 
whom the market has come to be almost wholly 
governed. The effect of this gain tn reccipts is 
seen in the increased favor in which the max!- 
mum esiimates of the crop are held, and the 
yradva!l sielding in price. All parties have be- 
ecme exceedingly cautious, consumers and ex- 
porters operating upon a more than usually 
limited -cale, In the hope, or expectation, ofa 
further modificaiion of values, while holders, 
until the last few days, have offered sparing!y, 
on the hypothesia that the good prices since the 
opening of the season miy have drawn outa 
greater proportion of the crop thin did those 
current 'o the corresponding date last year. The 
views Of the latier appear 'o be strengthened by 
the India advices, which report serious damage 
to the crop in one of the orincipal Presi jenct 4s 
by heavy rains in Decemherand January, where- 

estimated by British authorities, 
to tw cult 
The Indian 
advices, however have been so frequentiy gotten 
up to order that they are pow received with lib- 
eral allowance. There isa new feature, however, 
that muet be taken tnto consideration tn this 
connection. The Indian crop bids fair to be 
marketed this vear witha promptness hitherto 
unknown, through the tastrumentality of the 
Suez canal. We learn by mall advices thata 
large number of steamers are now on their way 
outto Bombay from England, via Suez. and that 
many of them have acc*pted chart rs to return 
with corton at the low rate of £3 10s per ton of 
pn A cubic feet, which makes it cheap rT 
to ship by that route than around the Cane. 
A return of cotton cultivation to India for 
the year 1869-70 gives the amount of land under 
culture as 5,404,498 acres, showing an increase 
over the previous year of 27 per cent. Maki 
due allowance for losses by ruins. there woul 
seem to be good unds for believing that the 
crop will equal that of last year. It ts evideat, 
from the position of the trade in both hemis- 
pheres, that the policy of operators during the 
rema\nder of the cotton sear wil! one 
than ueual caution.
